Xiorlllard company and 12 other tobac- 
co companies guilty of violating 
the 


antl trust statute, on the ground that 
the .complaint had not stated a con- 
tinuing cause of action. " This cose

TWO JUSTICES DISSENTED 


Justice Burr W. .Tones, writing: the 


court opinion from which two justices 
dissented, said that "the result of the 
decision is that there is no misjoinder 
of causes of action' that the action 
was brought under proper authority; 
tha.t the statute in question 
was le- 


gally enacted: that it R constitutional; 
that for the reasons Stated the com- 
plaint fails to state a, cause of action 
for injttnctive relief, but is subject to 
amendment." 


The court, referring to exemptions 


of '.farmer and labor 
organizations 


from provisions of the anti trust sta- 
tute under consideration should not be 
condemned as tinconstiutional on this 
ground and that we ore not called 
upon to decide whether the various 
-sections objected to are constitutional 
or not. 


REASON FOK DISMISSAL 


"An examination of the comp!aint,''> 


Justice Jones wrote, "will show that 
it contains no averments that the ~de-~ 
fendants are continuing the alleged 
unlawful 
combination, or that they/ 


threaten to continue it in the future. 
All the allegations are in the 
past 


tense and relate to transactions which 
were completed. 
The objection was 


made that for this reason the com- 
plaint stated no cause of action for in- 
junctive or eiiuitable relief. 


This decision of the court means 


that anti trust actions in "Wisconsin 
will continue since Attorney General 
Herman L. Ekern has announced his 
Intention of prosecuting unlawful com: 
hinations in restraint' of trade with 
the same vigor that Attorney General 
Morgan did. A number of cases pend- 
ing in courts, awaitinpr the outcome 
of the appeal which has just been de- 
cided in favor of the state, except for 
a technical objection, will now

"A LESSON TO YOUNG AMERICA 
The late Senator Knute Nelson of IMin- 


ncsota was a conservative, but not a reac- 
tionary. Senator Xelson ^vas a fine exam- 
pie of the Americanism that has grown 
somewhat old-fashioned with the present 
generation, an Americanism that is ridi- 
culed and berated by our radicals of to- 
day 
and perhaps is not too well under- 


stood by many well-meaning persons who 
consider themselves thoroughly loyal to 
our' institutions. 


Senator Kelson was throughout his long 


life a conspicuous demonstration of what 
America offers in opportunity to those of 
humble origin and without means. 
Nel- 


son was one of the lowly emigrants that 
stream into America each year, coming 
here with his widowed mother at the age 
of six. 
He aided in the support of his 


family "by selling newspapers on the 
streets of -Chicago". 
A little later they 


came to "Wisconsin, going by wagon to 
Dane county, where they discovered that 
education was a free gift to American 
children. Young Nelson eagerly grasped 
this opening to improve himself and when 
the Civil war broke out he enlisted at the 
age of 20 in the defense of the country 
he had adopted. He was wounded in serv- 
ice, and at the end of three years came 
back. 
Not having lost his desire for an 


education, he finished his studies at Al- 
bion and read law in the office of the late 
Senator Yilas. 


From that 'time on his rise was rapid. 


He had those sterling qualities of charac- 
ter and that capacity for work and self- 
improvement that soon put him in the 
front ranks of the rising generation of his 
day. 
He ber-ame a member of the "Wis- 


consin assembly and two years later re- 
moved to Minnesota where he occupied a 
number of offices, eventually being elect- 
ed governor and then United States sen- 
ator. Nest to Henry Cabot Lodge he was 
the oldest member in the senate in the 
point of service. 


There were thousands of Americans 


like Knute Nelson. They came from the 
four corners of the earth, and in a com- 
posite became that type of citizen that 
made the United States the greatest and 
freest nation of the world and that has 
guided its destinies securely through the 
many adversities and perils of its century 
and half of existence. 
There is a lesson 


in Senator Nelsons' career to this genera- 
tion, where opportunity is scoffed at and 
self-relience is becoming a lost art. 
If we 


will compare Mr. Nelson's boyhood with 
that of the many youngsters of today 
who hang around pool rooms and con- 
sume cigarettes we will find the cause of 


• much of the discontent that is prevalent. 
,Too many young men are brought up to 


; believe that society owes them a living as 
•well as the gratifying of their appetite for 
adventure and dissipation. Hardly any of 
them are taught seriously the virtue of 
self-sacrifice, studious habits and pcrse- 
verence.

rich have the same weakness for frivolity 
and dissipation as sons of Hie poor. 
The 


fathers of both seem to encourage them in. 
nselessncss and dependence, though from 
different viewpoints. 


Communism and socialism are the pa- 


nacea for idleness, wasted opportunity, 
cigarette-stunted ambition. 
That is why 


radicalism is so popular at present- 
It is 


why domogogues and propagandists sow 
their seed of discontent on fertile soil. 
AVhat a sorry picture 
these 
flannel- 


mouthed politicians make when we set 
them up iu our mind's eye against the 
rugged and towering figure of a self-made 
American like Knute Nelson. 
"\Vhat a 


sorry picture, too. the cigarette-smoking, 
school-shirking, ambitionlcss poolroom de- 
votee of today presents in comparison 
with the man who in Civil war days was 
burning the midnight oil and making ev- 
ery possible sacrifice to secure an educa- 
tion, and who when the call to arms came 
in defense of his country, was one of the 
first to respond. 


THE TROUBLE IN GERMANY 


The powerful industrialists of Germany 


arc as blind to the consequences of their 
trickery as men of wealth and influence 
in other countries very often are. 
Indus- 


trialists, like other capitalists, know how 
to make money, and like other capitalists, 
their consciences and intellects in many 
cases are unable to see the destruction 
which they are bringing on themselves 
by selfishness and profiteering. 


Selfish industrialists, like selfish capi- 


talists, are believed" to be clever. 
They 


are not. 
They have the faculty of mak- 


ing money; otherwise, their knowledge 
and judgment are below the average. 
They are predatory in their methods. If 
they really were wise, they would be con- 
structive, and would try to build for the 
future. 
They would place a proper esti- 


mate on unselfishness and on good will 
of the public. 


The invasion of the Ruhr by the 


French is a result of the selfish cunning of 
industrialists. If Germany disciplined the 
industrialists the economic and political 
problems of the state would be solved 
quickly and the international coutrover- 
versies would be settled. 


Capitalists of the predatory type can- 


not be convinced that radicalism begins 
at the top. 
They cannot understand that 


the wrongs which they cause incense the 
people to revolt. 
The profit of today sa- 


tisfies them, and they do not care what 
happens to the next generation.. It is not 
enough to educate the people against the 
absurdities and injustices of socialism. It 
is equally necessary to educate the rich 
to be fair and reputable. 


FOR AND AGAINST THE PRESIDENT 


As usual, when a question of vital par- 


ty policy arises. Senator Lodge does not 
know on which side of the fence to leap. 
•Just as he flopped around, like a fish on 
land, on all sides of the League of Na- 
tions issue and never knew exactly where 
he was at. even to this day: just as he was 
on both sides of the separate treaty with- 
Germany issue, so he is silent at the be- 
ginning on the question of American par- 
ticipation in the International Court of 
Justice. 
When Mr. Lodge ascertains 


what he can accomplish most from a par- 
tisan standpoint or how he can best ad- 
vance his personal political interests, then 
we shall know where he stands on the 
Court of Justice issue. He has written a 
letter to Governor Arthur M. Hyde of 
Missouri, straddling the question, al- 
though the tone of his letter is construed 
as more hostile than friendly to the 
course to which the administration is com- 
mitted. 


Do what the administration will, it 


cannot keep the League of Nations fight 
out of the Harding-Hughes proposal that 
we enter the Court of Justice which Elihu 
Root helped to set up. 
The little clique 


of senators who beat the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and the League of Nations, are 
gradually coming out with the opposition, 
and it is more than likely that Mr. Lodge 
will be found in this group in due time. 
Die-hard newspapers like the Chicago Tri- 
bune who bitterly resent everything be- 
queathed by the AVilson administration 
are against the president. 
Their argu- 


ments against the court are more absurd 
than their arguments against tho League, 
but they arc going 1o fight to the bitter 
end regardless of whether they have a 
leg to stand on or no leg at all. 


The march of events in ihe. short spam 


of two years, coupled with the high re- 
sponsibilities of the presidency, has com- 
pelled Mr. Harding to move forward with 
the forces of progress and to abandon de- 
gree by degree the forces of reaction. It 
has caused him to see the inescapable 
obligation, of the United States to serve 
the cause of peace and justice rather 'than 
the cause of selfishness and isolation. It 
is to be a test of strength between states- 
manship and demagogy, between nation- 
al self-respect and cheap polities. 
"We 


have no doubt on which side, of the ques- 
tion the people will range themselves.

TIDING OVER A FAMINE 


Thi= i<5 the thirteenth article in a series on baby 


care and feeding, which I fear will run till the cow-* 
come home. I feel it my duty to remind you that 1 
am merely an interperter of medical science for the 
laity. 
Among the conditions which may temporarily ni- 


ter the quality or diminish the quantity of the 
1 


breast milk and possibly warrant temporary report 
to other food to tide over the famine are- the return 
of menstruation, grief, shock, worry or fright, the 
use of certain drugs, the onset of acute disease?, and 
fasting1. If the baby seems distressed at such times 
it may be advisable to remove it from the breast 
for one or two days and give only bottle feedings 
—-consisting of 1'i ounces of pure fresh milk, 1 
ounce of boiled water and half a, teaspoonful of su- 
gar of milk, or all these quantities doubled—until 
the mother has recovered. In most instances, how- 
ever, tho baby majr continue nursing and things 
will right themselves presently. When nursing is 
temporarily discontinued, the mother or the nurse 
should practice expression about three times a day 
to empty the breasts, of course employing the ut- 
most precautions as to cleanliness. 


As soon as it becomes certain that the nursing 


mother is pregnant the baby should be wearied. 


"Whenever famine is to be tided over breast feed- 


ing supplemented with the 
bottle or the baby 


weaned, by all odds the best and safest substitute 
for human milk is pure fresh cow's milk so modi- 
fied as to resemble human milk. For temporary 
use or for supplementing breast feeding- the formu- 
la given above serves well, say three ounces of 
fresh milk, two ounces of boiled water and a tea- 
spoonful of milk sugar. 


If in doubt about the purity of the milk, pasteuri- 


zation is advisable, though a pure raw milk is al- 
ways preferable for infant feeding to pasteurized 
milk. In order to pasteurize milk of questionable 
purity, warm it up to 140 degrese Fahrenheit, hold 
at that temperature for 20 minutes, then cool. This 
destroys any disease germs which might have passed 
into the milk from a diseased cow. or germs which 
may 
have been contributed by diseased, filthy or 


careless handlers of the milk on its ways from cows 
to consumer

Acid Imagination 


I have an acid mouth and therefore I presume too 


much uric acid in my system, or anyhow too much 
acid of some kind. "Would acid fruits be injurious to 
my condition?—Mrs. S. L. S. 


Answer—It does not follow that your system con- 


tains too much uric acid or is too acid merely be- 
cause the saliva or other mouth secretions are acid. 
The acid fruits- would tend to increase the alkalinity 
of the blood and tissues, and their effect upon the 
uric reaction in the mouth might be good too. 


The, Light Spreads 


Some doctors now contend that the germs of scar- 


let fever or the contagion is not in the peeling 
but rather in the dischrages from the nose and throat 
or from the ear if the ear runs. If such be the case 
surely the scarlet fever germ or contagion doesn't 
last for years in a house or on articles. I still be- 
lieve there is danger when the patient is peeling. 
—C. L. 


Answer—There is often danger while the patient 


is peeling, but the danger comes from the discharges 
from nose or throat, from running ear, or from other 
discharges resulting from the disease. There has 
never been more than a rather far fetched presump- 
tion that scarlet fever infection was conveyed by ar- 
ticles or remained for months or years in or on ob- 
jects or things.

Answer—Xo. The disease may occur without the 


condition; and the condition often occurs without the 
disease. In some instances of .the disease the blood 
pressure is too low.

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 


Tuesday, May 3, 3898 


Late Saturday afternoon the Pacific squadron con- 


sisting of four protected cruisers and two gunboats 
under the command of Admiral Dewey, appeared off 
the Bay of Manila, Philippine Islands, and opened 
a strong cannonade against the Spanish ships and 
forts protecting the harbor. 


Later it forced a passage way under cover of 


night and at daybreak Sunday morning renewed the 
attack. The result was a crushing defeat for the 
Spaniards. Two of their best ships were burned, 
one was blown -up (from the outside) and others 
were srunk to prevent their falling: into the hands 
of the Americans. In fact, the Spanish fleet was 
practically annihilated.

by quitting his burning ship for another. The loss 
of life among the Spaniards was said to have been 
Considerable. The exact result to the United States 
fleet was not known.

Kot many people seem to realize it 


but there is a strong movement on 
foot in this country to cut down the 
enrollment 
in 
colleges 
and 
high 


schools. All sorts of reasons are ad- 
vanced, most of them quite superficial 
ones.

It makes no dif- 
ference that clerks are less well paid 
than plumbers. The clerk feels him- 
self socially superior to the plumber. 
And while this feeling lasts the chil- 
dren of good plumbers will be sent 
to high school to become indifferent 
clerks so that the family may \rise in 
the world. 


Limiting education will not 
cure 


this evil. It will rather intensify it. 
If you make it stilt harder to secure 
the education needed for a 
white 


collar job then white collar jobs will 
seem even more desirable. 
Parents 


will pinch themselves to buy private 
education for their children if 
the 


public schools are made more 
ex- 


clusive. Tho real remedy is in the 
opposite direction. It consists in de- 
stroying the snobbish association be- 
tween soft hands and blue blood, be- 
tween white collars and social super- 
iority, between office furniture and 
gi-andeur. If that could be done, if 
education could be regarded not as 
a step ladder to a few special voca- 
tions but ag tho key to the treasure 
house of life, -we should not 
even 


have 
to consider the fatal proposal 


that higher education be confined to 
a small and selected class. 


For that proposal, once we adopted 


it, would mark the end in failure of 
the American dream. 
A small and 


selected class of educated men would 
be left marooned 
in an 
ocean of 


literate but uneducated people. There ' 
is nothing, it seems to me, so omin- 
otis in all the world as tho fact that 
millions have learned to read and can 
be swayed by printed words befoVe 
they have learned to read between 
the lines. An illiterate and 
unedu- 
cated-peasantry may be governed by 
old custom and stable tradition, 
A 


literate but 
uneducated democracy, 


which is what we now have, will be 
governed increasingly by Hylans and 
Thompsons and Mussolinis.

URING the vacation days that 
are nearing, women are apt 
to neglect the complexion 


while traveling. 
At this time the 


skin must be protecte'd from the 
grime and soot of train travel. 
Whether you take your vacation 
trip via train, or steamer, the com- 
plexion imust be given its special 
care, if you would preserve the 
charm of the lovely skin until Au- 
tumn comes around again. 


There are two distinct methods of 


protecting the complexion; one for 
train travel and the other for the 
damp air of a voyage by steamer. 


You can take precautions against 


that irritating grime of the train 
before you go aboard. 
The skin 


requires a thorough cleansing first, 
with, soft, easily-melted cold cream. 
Wipe off the oil on a toit of old 
linen. Then powder your face well 
•with a soft face powder or a good 
brand of talcum. A little make-up 
is permissible if necessary. But it 
is well to"avoid make-up during 
the -warm days. Nature demands 
these months as her 
particular 


time of rejuvenation. 
It interferes 


with her work to clog the pores 
to any great extent. 


"With, this sort of protection, the 


skin resists the grime. The cling- 
ing soot does not have the oppor- 
tunity to Iirfbed itself into the pores 
of the skin. The thin layer of cold 
cream that is left on, after the bulk 
has been removed on. the linen, acts 
as a film through which the irri. 
tating grime cannot penetrate. 
At night the film and powder 


must be removed. It is done by 
applying a layer of cold cream, then 
wiping the face well on another 
linen^cloth. A heavy lather of pure 
soap "is worked up between ths 
palms, massaged gently into the 
skin, then rinsed off thoroughly 
with warm water. Pat the skin 
all over'With cold water and you 
will be ready then for a refreshing 
sleep, during which time Nature 
will "begin her process of rejuve- 
nation. 


A voyage toy steamer demands its 


own 
special 
skin 
treatment. 


Whether your trip be across the 
lakes or the ocean, avoid the use 
of% cold cream as much as possible. 
Only once a 'week should it be used 
as a cleanser. The damp air has 
a way of di awing out the excess 


oil from the tiny glands beneath the 
surface of the skin, and to indulge 
in cold cream only adds to excess. 
An oily skin will become exces- 
sively so in the damp air, and the 
soda ibath, I described some time 
ago. should be given to overcome 
this disagreeable condition. 


For those who did not read my 


advice at the time, I will repeat 
that the soda bath is given by dis- 
solving one teaspoonful of bicar- 
bonate of soda in a cup of luke- 
warm water. The skin is bathed by 
dipping a bit of absorbent cotton 
into the solution and patting the 
face with it. There is a chemical 
action when the soda meets the 
oil. 
You will find this excessive 


secretion destroyed after a few of 
these treatments. Powder may be 
used aboard steamer, but should be 
removed before retiring. 


If your skin is normal the damp 
air will bring a smoothness to it 
that is truly amazing. Yet it must 
be protected from the strong light 
on the trip by steamer. 
And I 


suggest for this a light dusting of 
talcum before going on deck. 


To cleanse the skin, in any event, 


the soap lather may be used. A 
clean, skin is active, so that it can 
withstand conditions- regardless of 
where you go to spend your Sum- 
mer vacation.

Is always a safe buy, although there 
are many trade-marked products of 
equal purity. 


Question: My figure is normal,

ANSWER: Your arms need ex- 


ercise to harden the muscles. Try 
the upward-outward movement with 
Indian clubs every morning.

If your excess is fat, in- 
stead of soft tissue, I suggest re- 
ducing them by the use of rubber 
pads. The rubber is wound about 
the arm, a damp towel placed over 
it, and the fat melted away by pep.

OR the woman who moves her 


family into a small Summer 
bungalow there is immediate- 


ly presented tte problem of space. 
Things to be used only occasionally 
must be packed away. Odds and 
ends must be disposed of. 


Yet there can be found innumer- 


able ways of storing articles of this 
kind if the housewife uses her in- 
genuity. In a small home window 
seats should be made In bos form, 
so that blankets and heavy coats 
may be placed In them, thus having 
those seats render double service. 


Beneath the beds or cots thero 


may be built in several drawers to 
accommodate extra shoes, rubber 
boots, fishing tackle, etc. The 
drawers are made by using wooden 
or heavy paper boxes. They are in- 
serted in a. drawer frame, supplied 
with pull handles and the chest of 
drawers is complete. They cost 
little in. time or money and add 
much to the comfort of living in 
small quarters. 


One clever woman who moved to 


the shore and was unable to leave 
behind her the Winter overcoats 
and heavy flannels devised a means 
o£ storing them in a small bunga- 
low. She selected a pretty cretonne 
and devised a wide curtain to com- 
pletely cover one wall. The curtain 
was made double, opening with, 
snap fasteners at one side. On tho 
Inner side she lined the cretonne 
with moth proof paper. The Winter 
clothes were hung In this curtain- 
bag by means of tapes that stretched 
from the top and fastened to thr, 
wire hanger from which the gar 
ment suspended. Underwear and 
the like, that could not be hung 
from a hanger, was pinned with 


strong safety pins to the back flap 
of the curtain-bag. When this un- 
usual device was closed at the side 
it was not only a festive decoration 
for the unfinished wall of the small 
bungalow, but it made a moth-proof 
container for those precious Winter 
clothes without detracting a bit 
of space from the small quarters. 


Extending half-way across, ba- 


neath the pointed roof thai, charac- 
terizes most Summer cottages, a 
flooring to simulate a second floor 
of the cottage may be built. This 
gives ample space for the trunks 
and bags to be stored. A step ladder 
at one side Is the means of reach- 
ing these stored places when neces- 
sary. 


There is a new feature being 


built into modern small apartments 
that might well be adopted for the 
Summer cottage. The ironing board 
Is stationary. It is attached to a 
side wall on hinges and has a fold- 
ing leg at the opposite end. When 
the board is let down It forms its 
own foundation. 
A hook, at the 


lose end, is Inserted. 


It may be held In place by the 


eye on the wall when the board is 
swung upward after use. 


Where there are many people to 


be accommodated at the dining 
room table the housewife will find 
that two long benches are far more 
convenient for seating than an in- 
dividual chair for each person. 


Bedroom space may be saved by 


devising the wardrobe closet for 
one corner. 
With these sugges- 


tions in mind It ought not to be a 
difficult task to make the small 
home quite as livable as the one 
where space la not the chief Item 
of Importance.
